CONFEREES AGREE 
ON RAILROAD BILL 


Taft Gets Commission to Probe 
Stock Watering. 


REPORTED TO THE SENATE 


House Short H aul Clause and the Sen­ 


ate Provision F or Suspension of New 


Rates Accepted by Conferees. 


W ashington, June 15- The conferees 
of the senate and house reached a 
complete agreem ent on the railroad 
bill, and Senator BU kina im m ediately 
presented the report to the senate. 
The agreem ent was in accordance 
with an announcem ent made at flu* 
end ol 
a conference at tile W hite 
House, in which Senators Elkins and 
Aldrich participated with Ute presi­ 
dent. 
Although the Democratic conferees. 
Senator Newland* and R epresentative 
Adamson, refused to sign the report, 
inasmuch as they had not participated 
in its preparation, it is concerted that 
the report will have a substantial ma 
jority in both houses, and that a con 
siderable num ber of the m em bers of 
the minority will vote for It. 
The president’s wishes for a com­ 
mission to investigate aud recom m end 
a method for supervising future stock 
and bond issues a r e included in the 
conference report. 
The conferees 
adopted the house 
long and short haul provision and the 
senate provision in rt gard to the sun 
pension of the lncr*-ase in rates. 
The latter section provides in ef­ 
fect that the proposed Increases shall 
not go Into effect for a period of elev­ 
en months from th** tim e notice is 
given by the railroads; but it is fur­ 
ther provided that the in terstate com ­ 
m erce commission shall Rive to hear 
ings on such questions preference over 
all other questions pending before it 
and shall m ake decisions thereon as 
s p e e d il y as possible. 
Tin* report provides that the section 
relating to the suspension of Inereas* s 
in rates urn! the section providing for 
the appointm ent of a commission to 
investigate 
the 
Question of federal 
regulation of stocks and bonds shall 
take effect immediately. T h e rem ain­ 
ing portions of the hill will go into 
effect sixty days from the date of ap­ 
proval by Hie president. 
There was some friction over put­ 
ting into til** bill t Ii** paragraph to ail 
thorlze the aiMdntment of a com m is­ 
sion by th** president to take up the 
subject of

Acceptance of International Arb'tra 


tion Marks a Consistent Chapter In 


Our Diplomatic History. 


Philadelphia, June 1$.—Secretary of 
S tate Knox delivered an address at 
the com mencem ent exercises of the 
University of Penns) Ivania on “Th*! 
Spirit and Purpose of American Diplo­ 
macy." He said in part: 
"The* cosmopolitan character of this 
university, the increasing influence of 
the individual citizen upon th*- nature 
of international relations, owing to tim 
more intimate and frequent personal 
Intercourse- between citizens of differ­ 
ent countries, and the expanding sen­ 
tim ental aud m aterial Interest in th** 
subject ar** considerations which have 
persuaded rn* that some observations 
upon the spirit which has animated 
American diplomacy and the purposes 
toward which our foreign policies have 
been directed may prove of interest on 
this occasion 
"It is gratifying to believe that ex 
amination will disclose- that our diplo­ 
macy has had a real and deflnitt spirit 
and direction, that it bas not been 
based on expediency nor been driven 
hither and 
thither by the variable 
winds of opportunism aud that it bas. 
In its Justle*-, generosity, moderation 
and candor, re flee-ted the becoming at 
tributes of a great people. 
“That this Is true will appear when 
w’p, though briefly, consider th** spirit 
with which the United Stales bas aj>- 
proached the adjustm ent of questions 
in which it has been directly Interest­ 
ed and th** purpose with which this 
government has been Inspired in its 
efforts to further iii** good of par t leu 
lar nations and to advance the general 
welfare of the world 
"The 
willingness 
of 
the 
United 
States amicably to compose its own 
differences 
with 
other 
governments 
and its efforts to sec ure the geneial 
acceptance of the principle of interna­ 
tional arbitration make a fine and con­ 
sistent < h a i l e r in our diplomatic his­ 
tory, 
"Since American statecraft had its 
le*ginning in an effort to ae rate recog 
nitton for a young nation struggling to 
relieve Itself from what It considered 
to be intolerable oppressions it is blit 
natural tiiat its earliest diplomatists 
should hav*- been actuated and guided 
by broad principles of International 
right. Justice and equality as well a** 
by large and fundamental considera­ 
tions of humanity. 
‘Representing a 
small and 
weak 
belligerent nation, beset with difficul­ 
ties of disciplane. oi gaul rat Ion. equip 
ment, men and finance and realizing 
in the fullest measure, as they did, 
how- near they were to losing because 
of th*se deficiencies their own strug­ 
gle for what in their opinion wa* a 
just and righteous caus** 
it Is not 
strange that these men should have 
later sought for some method ot ad 
Justing their international differences 
other than by the urn *>rtalnties of war 
"From 1791 until the present time 
the government of tile United States 
has Uniform!) and constantly exhaust­ 
ed every resource In order amicably 
and peaceably to adjust its interna 
tional difficulties, and during this time 
It has. In chiding those now pending 
taken part in some seventy arbitra 
lions excluding various agreements to 
arbitrate not carried out because of 
settlement otherwise, as well as all 
conventional 
or diplomatic arrange­ 
ments, delimitation commissions aud 
domestic commissions for the settle 
m* nt of international claims. The sub 
je< is submitted by this government to 
the various arbitral tribunals have in 
vol veil some of the most important 
and difficult questions which give rise 
to differ* aces between states. They in 
elude boundary disputes, rights ut fish 
Ing. the rights and duties of neutrals 
interpretation of trea ti**s and the per­ 
sonal arui property rights of American 
citizens resident in foreign countries 
"Indeed, th** United States has taken 
even mort advanced ground and ha* 
said that, inasmuch as a r b itra 'Ion is 
thus, as stated, a judicial rallier than

university authorities in 
re­ 
gard to the establishm ent of an agri­ 
cultural departm ent in Columbia col­ 
lege. and he Is assisting In developing 
their plans for It. 
Mr. Powell was asked: 
"Do you consider the future more 
promising In its outlook for farm ing?” 
"No if the present destructive, de­ 
pleting, soil 
robbery 
policy 
is con­ 
tinued. but yes if the soil la rightly 
treated and its possibilities developed. 
Inside of ten years every acre of soil 
in New York and New England may 
be made to give HK) per cent of in 
crease in yield of all crops now grown 
by tillage and clover with but a mod 
ernfe outlay for fertilizer." 
"W hat I ii your opinion is tile great­ 
est obstacle af the present time to suc­ 
cessful fanning?" 
"Next 
to Inadequate knowledge 
I 
should place lack of sufficient and elfl 
d e n t labor. 
Formerly the farm er who 
could use the most muscle was the 
most successful one. but with the com ­ 
petition that now lias to be met from 
richer soil and from all parts of the 
world the farm er needs to study the 
most economical methods for im prov­ 
ing bis soil; he needs to study the de­ 
mands of m arkets which In the past 
few years have greatly changed and 
to very much improve all methods of 
work on his farm. 
Ender these chang 
cd conditions too many farm ers are 
still holding the plow and doing other 
work that could bo done by a man for 
$1.00 i>er day. yet they are perplexed to 
get the man. 
While economic condl 
lions, the concentration of m anufac­ 
turing enterprises so largely iu our 
cities draw ing the best labor of the 
country to cities, are responsible for 
much of the dearth of la ta r in tile 
country, the farm er himself is also 
partly to filii me. 
He does not provide 
steady employment for his farm help 
Ile will pay for only seven or eight 
months* lutar, with results that young 
men or men with families will uot 
work ou th** farm s for a part of a 
year and remain idle several months 
They cannot afford to.” 
"Will you indicate. Mr. Powell, in 
one or two particulars how farm ers 
bring upon themselves these unnects 
sary losses V" 
"As an illustration, a farm er plants 
an orchard «>f apple trees. He does not 
take the time to study up its Insect 
enemies and diseases. 
After eight or 
ten years he *♦*•* his trees begin to die 
off 
On exam ination lie finds the tree* 
bored full of boles near the ground 
and gil d Ital and dead. 
These trees at 
eight or ten year* have cost money, 
time and latar, all of which are sa cr I 
Meed 
at 
a time when tile orchard 
should begin to p rtauee an Income of 
$5* wort Ii of fruit to each tree, which 
means that the loss of eacli tr»*e Is not 
less than $’2U0 for tile income it cut 
off for twenty years, as it will take 
that time to replant and get tile ruined 
trees replaced and paving $5 a piece 
again. 
Agaiu, farm ers do uot study 
the manorial value of the food* they 
raise or buy. 
I hey feed costly grain 
to their horses and cows and allow it 
to heat and burn out its value iu the

GOOD ROADS CAMPAIGN. 


A government experim ent station is­ 
sued 
the following bulletin on 
hog 
cholera, in 
which it lays out good 
methods for preventing the disease 
Broiler methods of feeding and care 
are necessary in order to keep the 
herd in a healthy, growing condition. 
Granger Healthy hogs possess a slight degree 
J of resistance against disease, and this 
• factor plays no small part in the con- 
j trol of hog cholera. 
Filthy, crowded 
I quarters, lack of exercise and wrong 
! methods of feeding overcome natural 
I immunity and are secondary factors in 
I Hie spread of disease. 
There is no place on a farm where 
disinfectants are so necessary as in 
| Hie hog houses and yards. 
NY hit e- 
' wash. lime, chloride of lime and stock 
dips are the disinfectants commonly 
used. 
Pastures and lots may be clean­ 
ed up by moving tile hogs for a few 
months each year and cleaning aw ay 
all litter. 
T h e unused lots can be put 
' to good use if plowed and sowed to 
some forage crop. 
Necessary 
precautions against

food and drinking w ater becoming con­

portance of clean water, clean feed 
and clean troughs and feeding floor* 
should be em phasised.

Pens and pas­ 
tures 
through 
which

drainage 
from swine Inclosure* higher up runs 
should not ta used. 
Hog* coming from other herds or 
stock shows should lie excluded from 
the home herd until they are positive 
ly shown to tie free from disease 
They should be quarantined in yards 
*et off for tills purpose. 
Such yards 
should not com m unicate in any way 
with tile regular yards. 
They should 
also ta cleaned bv dipping or wash 
mg with a w ater solution of a reliable 
disinfectant, as there is a possibility 
of carrying germ s In the dust and dirt 
on their bodies. 
The quarantine pe 
rind should in* longer than the aver 
age i**rlod of Incubation. Three weeks 
is as long as is necessary. 
Tile 
possible 
introduction 
of 
the 
disease into the pens by j>eople. dog* 
bird*, etc., should be guarded against, 
especially lf cholera is present In the 
neighborhood. 
W henever it is neoe* 
sary for a person to enter a hog lot 
where the disease is present the shoe* 
should lie cleaned and disinfected on 
leaving. 
Persons taking care of chol­ 
era tags should observe the necessary 
precautions against tile distribution of 
th** disease and see that others prac­ 
tice like precautions.

The strange case of

vision of my uncle’s will, but Mr. NeW- 
innn was uot. 
Since my uncle abused 
the doctors Ids friend defended them.

Well, my uncle was taken dow n with 
a malady which was sure to kill him 
If lie did not have medical attendance, 
and Le would probably die anyw ay.

son for not doing so—that I would lose 
an inheritance lf I did. 
As soon a* it was known that my 
uncle was dangerously iii |»eople ta 
gun to wonder that I did not call in 
a doctor, 
Then they began to ask an­ 
nie reason 
When I told them ray un 
cie would not have a doctor they, all 
agreed that it was my duty to force 
one upon him. 
From that they passed 
to Insinuating that I wished him to 
die th a t I might get Iii* money. 
F inal­ 
ly threats were m ade that lf I didn t 
"do my duty" word would be sent to 
the jKillce t hat I was slowly m urder­ 
ing my uncle In order to j»o*se*s m y­ 
self of his millions. 
Tile strain ta 
came so great th a t I think it possible 
I might have yielded if his fortune 
would have gone to any one else than 
old Newman, whom I hated. 
Finally 
Newman 
himself, 
having 
beard of 
his 
friend's 
Illness, came 
around to see him. 
Uncle was too iii 
for his friend to attem p t to force a 
doctor U(m>ii him. Gut Newm an had no 
sooner left tile sickroom than he loos­ 
ened his tongue u (von me. hriugtug 
forth Imprecations ui>on me for i*er- 
mitring my uncle to die for the sake 
of coming luto my inheritance.

He was moving aw ay when I stopped 
him. 
"Hold!” I wild. 
"You are my 
uncle'* best friend, aren ’t you?” 
"I am .” 
"W ell, will you take the respectabil­ 
ity of calling In a doctor?’’ 
"I will.” 
“Then sit down and w rite o u tra n 
order for any doctor you wish to ’ill 
and I will take It myself.” 
"P m not afraid of the old man.” he 
said, his face red and blue with In 
d i l a t i o n , aud. sitting down ut my 
desk. he wrote the order 
I carried 
it myself and after showing it to the 
doctor put It In my pocket. 
My uncle died, and ti few days after 
the will w as opened I met Mr. New 
man on th** street. 
He knew of the 
codicil and bow he had unwillingly 
prevented the possibility of his inherit 
lug his friend’s money. 
He gave me 
n grim look and passed me without 
any other recognition. 
My uncle had not stopped to tliluk 
that In forcing me to keep tile doctors 
aw ay from him lie was conferring a 
benefit upon me. 
Ile wa* a very es­ 
tim able man. but I was not sorry to 
part with him. and wa* much pleased 
to get even with ills counterpart.
